Apparent voltage drop beginning of each new pass. First 20 to 30 frames do 
not register at all. After first 20 to 30 frames, intensity builds up slowly 
to the extent digitote numbers may be seen. Pass #14, no numbers registered. 
On many frames, unable to read tenths indicator due to cycling operation
